According to the 
Associated Press relay, several hundred Soviets covered by two 
helicopters and accompanied by ten tanks and armored cars had 
penetrated approximately a mile into the Sinkiang Province.

| verified that there had been no coverage 

of the Dzungarian Gate area by 1107-1. 1107-2 had attempted to 

photograph this area on one pass on 9 August. With respect to the 
remainder of the border area, seven other passes had attempted 
photography.

It was agreed that this procedure 
would stand, without any need for further consultation, unless the NIC 
special meeting, in session during the latter part of the morning, should 
suggest that intelligence available to it would not be enhanced by photography.
